SEWERAGE 



An ordinance of City Council, approved December 80, 1905, provides that 
the City Comptroller shall make an annual audit of the accounts of the 
Atlantic City Sewerage Company, so far as they affect the expenditure of 
money for the extension and improvement of that system in Atlantic City. 
This ordinance also provides that the City of Atlantic City may purchase the 
plant of the sewerage company on or before December 31, 1920, at a price 
to be mutually agreed upon or by condemnation, which price shall be $575,- 
000, plus the cost of all improvements and extensions made by the company. 

For every $25,000 expended by the company for improvements the rate 
of discount on bills against property owners for sewerage connections shall 
be 1 per cent, less than the initial rate of 22 per cent., until the company 
shall have expended (200,000, and thereafter 1 per cent for every $50,000 
expended, until the company shall have expended an additional $200,000, 
after which the net rate of discount for the prompt payment of bills shall 
be 10 per cent. This reduction shall take effect on the first day of April 
following each annual audit of the company's accounts by the City Comp- 

The accounts of the company are so kept as to readily show the monthly 
expenditures for improvements and the proper vouchers are laid before the 
Comptroller at the time of each audit.

BUILDING OPERATIONS— Continued 



During the year 230 new houses were erected, of which 134 were brick 
or other fireproof material, and 96 frame. 

There were 16 apartment houses erected during the year at a cost of 
about $239,500. 

Figures compiled by Secretary James Farley in the annual report of the 
Fire Department show that there were 271 fires, entailing a loss of $45,- 
215.00, insured and uninsured. The insurance losses during the same period 
aggregated $36,746.23. 

Of the total number of fires, 269 were confined to the buildings in 
which the fires originated (260 to one floor), and only two extended to 
adjoining 'buildings. 

There were only 67 fires in brick buildings, but 163 in frame structures. 
The remaining 41 were other than building fires. 

The report of Secretary Farley gives the number of buildings in the 
city as 12,588, although the records of the City Comptroller show 12,900.
